NEW PRINCE LOOMS 


Ail appreciative sketch of H.R.H. the Prince of Waels. 
in the New York Times, brings out his great development 
within recent years. 

“Barred from business and politics, the Prince has 
found a job which will demand all his thought and energy 
and which he can perform better than anyone else: He 
seeins to be discovering that kingship—so long regarded 
as a living death—can be made into a golden opportunity 
for service to his people. 

“His life is more earnest than any one who knew hirh 
five years ago would have believed possible. To his office 
in St. James' Palace comes an endless procession of Brit¬ 
ain’s leaders—business men, bankers, industrialists, men 
of affairs—with whom discusses the economic problems 
confronting his people, j 

"This is a conception of royal duty which is a little 
breath-taking in these days when most monarchs have 
been toppled from tjieir thrones. 

“A new Prince has made his appeaamce in recent 
weeks—a Prince who can speak sharply and decisively in 
words that come straight from his heart. In former years 
he was regarded primarily as a Prince Charming, who 
would some day have to wear a heavy mantle of ermine. 
But all the time he was serving an apprenticeship, inter¬ 
esting himself in people. 

“He has developed an almost instinctive sense of the 
right thing to sa>Y the right length for his speeches and 
the right method of being direct without giving offense. 

“As the most widely-travelled of all Britons, he can at¬ 
tack insularity in its lair; by precept and example, he can 
awaken in Great Britain an interest in other peoples and 
other lands. His popularity is a by-ward and he has a rare 
gift of shrewdness which enables him to know how far to 
go in criticism or unpleasant truth-telling. Certainly in 
all of Britain there is no politician or economist who can 
preach modem economic truths as effectively as the 
Prince. He is above politics, out of range of the tariff-ver 
sus-free trade struggle which has pervaded every rank of 
British society and, almost alone among present-day Eng¬ 
lishmen, he has no axe to grind, no open or concealed 
cause to espouse except British progress through the 
years that lie ahead of him.

The Toronto Star publishes a few 
examples of the varied appeals that 
the government deals with;

“Please send me a ticket for the 
Olympian Sweepstake.” 

This one from Toronto; “I have 
room to let for polling booth six.

This to Mr. Bennett from a small 
town in Nova.Scoti^; “Your unem¬ 
ployment policy is humbug. Your 
party promised to clean the Conser¬ 
vative quarter here, but they never 
asked any unemployed person to do 
it, not even a poor woman like my¬ 
self.” 

Then there are the scores of letters 
from puzzled citizens wanting expert 
advice on varioils problems. 

“My dog Pat’s hair is falling out. 
What will I do about it ” writes a 
little boy to the prime minister. The 
letter goes to experts in the livestock 
division and an answer is forthcom- 
ing- , 

“How do you use waterless cook¬ 
ers?” 

“Please send me a good recipe 
book.” 

The livestock branch at Ottawa 
tuns a first-class cooking an4 recipe 
bureau and pamphlets . dealing with 
ail the problems tif this kind are avail 
able for circulation. 

“How can I keep house for a fam¬ 
ily of six on $12 per week?” Well, 
this is a hard one, but the Labor de¬ 
partment gives a weekly budget 
which indicates what portion of the 
average income should be spent in 
light, food, shelter, fuel and clothes. 

Sometimes individuals write so 
many letters on a single topic that 
they become sort of intimate acquain¬ 
tances of higher political circles. 
Sometimes years of correspondence

BUTTER AT LEVEL 

OF MAY 1904 

Lowest Price In 24 Yearii Prevails 
According to Ottawa Report 

-rr 

Butter sold at 18 1-2 to 18 3-4 cents 
a pound last month, which was the 
lowest price during 27 years. In 
May, 1904, the price dropped to 14 
3-4 cents, the lowest price during the 
last 30 years. 

This information was contained in 
a‘return to an order of the House of 
Commons moved by J. F. Pouliot, 
Liberal member for Temiscouata. Mr. 
Pouliot was also informed that the 
highest tariff levied on butter was 
14 cents a pound under the general 
tariff. This.duty Was collected under 
the countervailing tariff from June 
18, 1930. to September 16, 1930, 'and 
under the general tariff from that 
date until the present. 

Hon. Arthur Meighen, Rr. Hon. W. 
L. M. King-—about a few acres of 
land in southeastern Manitoba. Swan¬ 
son believed the land was hisi wanted 
the government to issue him title.

B. Ryckman’s intention, it is 
decided to revert to the old system of 
collection and the manufacturer must 
add the four per cent, tax levy on 
sales.

CREAM AND EGGS 
STRIKE BOTTOM 

Demoralizing Prices Realized in 
Many Parts of the Country 


In this district it will be noticed, 
prices never-seem to be either high¬ 
est or lowest on record. They are 
good or bad. but never best or worst. 

The lowest recorded price for eggs 
is the one and three-tenth cents a doz 
en which a Peace River man secured. 
He had 30 dozen eggs which he ship¬ 
ped to Westlock a point 200 miles dis¬ 
tant. Seven dozen were first, 21 doz¬ 
en seconds and 2 dozen mixed. He 
was paid $1.11 for his shipment fiom 
which $1 jU 5 was deducted for ship¬ 
ping and other expenses. There was 
placed in his hand the handsome sum 
of 30 cents tor his 30 dozen eggs. 

Another instance of cheap cream is 
given. A Langdon farmer received 
a Wales slip for $2.07 for 45 pounds of 
grade 1 cream, Irom a Calgary milk 
and creamery company. This evident¬ 
ly is the same as 11 cents a quart for 
this first quality cream. The current 
city retail price of ceram is, accord¬ 
ing to the statement, 10 cents. 

Then there is the Parklanl man 
who received $1.00 for a five-gallon 
tin of cream. Someone surely is do¬ 
ing pretty well.

BEATTY PUN FOR 
PRAIRIE CREDI1 

Dominion Agricultural Credit Co. 
Will Promote Welfare of Farmers 
and Will Gain Thereby —- 


Last winter E. W. Beatty, Presi¬ 
dent of the C.P.R. suggested a 
scheme for'aiding Western industry, 
which was based on the Minnesota 
plan. 

This scheme has been considered 
ind developed and in a short time 
now, the Dominion Agricultural Cred- 
t Co. will be completed as to organ¬ 
ization. 

Up to the present, about half of 
the $5,000,000 capital has been sub¬ 
scribed, ami when the bill now before 
parliament to authorize banks, loan, 
trust and insurance companies to in¬ 
vest in the securities, is passed, no 
time need be lost in putting the 
scheme into action. 

It should be possible, in the opinion 
of Mr. Beatty, to work the scheme in 
■ 'unad-i with interest charges limited 
to six per cent, plus a small charge 
for insurance and handling. Reason- 
ihie charges to the farmer and secur- 
ty against impairment of capital 
were the features to lie considered. 

The corporation would have an ad¬ 
vantage over banks in rendering ser¬ 
vices to the farmers, because it was 
organized for one purpose only and 
administered by men well equipped 
with experience and well financed. 

The hoard of directors would be 
made up mainly of westerners, but 
also representing Eastern interests. 

“If the company does not make a 
gain for its owners” Mr. Beatty said, 
“they will not suffer loss. They will 
have the satisfaction of promoting 
the prospe#ty of the farming dis¬ 
tricts on which the success of their 
own operations depends.”
